Washington, D. C, May 11. -The May 
crop report of the department of agriculture 
just issued indicates an improvement during 
April of two points, with a geueral average 
of condition at tW. There U no maiked 
change anywhere, but a slight advance is 
noted in the Ohio valley, Missouri, Texas, 
Tennessee, the Carolinas, Virginia and Mary- 
land. The May average last year was 70. 
The crop is more advanced than usual. The 
averages in the principal states are: New 
York, £*»; Pennsylvania, M; Ohio. ir. ; Michi- 
gan, 01; Indiana, 98; Illinois, 92; Missouri, 
101 1 Kansas, 07. The condition of rye aver- 
aged Oti, of barley 97. 

Cotton planting has been delayed by cold 
rains on the Atlantic coast and by overflows 
in the gulf coast. The proportion to be 
planted in May averages 20 percent In 
average years the proportion does not exceed 
14 or 15 per cent. The stand is necessarily 
defective on wet areas, but replanting is rap- 
idly filling the gaps. The proportions already 
planted are as follows

Many of the Republicans recog- 
nized this, as their actions plainly showed, 
and enjoyed the burlesque hugely. 

The convention was a rich treat to the 
"unterrifled" Democrats present, a large 
iber of whom had been "just passin' 
by," you know, and "drapped in" to see 
the fun. 

We regret that we are unable to give a 
stenographic report of the proceeding. 
It would be rich reading. 

W« H. Wadsworth, Jr., Secretary of the 
Executive Committee, called the meeting 
to order, in the absence of the Chairman, 
W. 0. Sliackleford. He stated the object 
of the convention— the nomination of a 
full R publican ticket for county offices, 
to be voted for next August. He thought 
this a "propitious time" for the g. o. p. to 
come to the front. All that was neces- 
sary was to name the candidates and 
they would slide into the offices just us 
easy as rolling off a log. 

Dr. J. W. Gault was named for Chair- 
man of the meeting, and as no one ob- 
jected to the doctor enjoying that honor, 
his election followed. He didn't want to 
make a speech— wasn't in a condition to 
do so, but he evidently thought his breth- 
ren had forgotten what they had assem- 
bled for,' for he reminded them that they 
had come together to nominate a ticket 
to be voted for next August. They must 
not forget that it was to be a "Republican 
ticket," too, and a " full ticket" at that. 
Why shouldn't they ? This was a " pro- 
pitious occasion." The doctor branched 
out on that old "chestnut," the financial 
condition of our State; jumped from that 
to national affairs, picturing a truly awful 
condition, and winding up with the start- 
ling announcement that the "country was 
on the verge of riot and bloodshed." 

This latter remark was suggested by 
the "sole owner and editor" of the Re- 
publican Enterprise. When on State 
finances, the Chairman either forgot, or 
iutentiouully omitted, to tell hw hear- 

Kentucky- only some five or six in as 
good a financial condition as our own 
commonwealth. For a fellow who wasn't 
in a " condition to speak," Dr. Gault held 
out longer than many expected. After 
he finished, Thomas A. Davis was chosen 

The Chairman reminded them that they 
were " ready for business," and wanted a 
plan suggested for the government of the 
meeting. Nobody seemed willing to 
" suggest," and another pause ensued of 
a few minutes duration, which was fol- 
lowed by another reminder from the 
chairman. This had the desired effect, 
and Adna A. Wadsworth moved to ap- 

Chairman named Adna A. Wadsworth^ 
A. M. J. Cochran and George (ialbreath 
as said committee. 

The next thing on the programme was 
the appointment of a committee on can- 
didates, (something entirely new), to 
consist of onv from each precinct. On a 
call, Dover, Minerva, Forn Leaf, Ger- 
mantown and Lewisburg turned up miss- 
ing. After many suggestions, the follow- 
ing committee was at last decided upon : 
M. C. Ilute.hins, G. W. Adair, W. N. 
Rudy, Dr. Alex. Hunter, Geo. W. Dye, 
Elias Collins, Scott Fletcher, W. T. Fris- 
toe, R. R. Maltby, W. H. Wadsworth, Jr., 
S. J. Daugberty and D. L. Wells. 

While the committees were absent, 
Thomas A. Davis treated the audience to 
a few chapters of " ancient and modern 
history," gave the young men a send-off, 
aud wanted them all to jump on the plat- 
form of the g. o. p. and be relentlessly 
carried forward by the torrent of Repub- 
licanism to political glory, "and don't 
you forget it." They would never get to 
glory in the ranks of the Democracy, if 
they " wern't ia tho ring." 

Committee on candidates reported, and 
the fun began. Report named Hon. R. A. 
Cochran for County Judge. Mr. Cochran 
wanted hisnamu withdrawn. Hecouldn't 
make the race— his business wouldn't let 
him. The convention wouldn't listen to 
this. The question to nominate carried, 
and Chairman Gault was on the point of 



declaring him elected, but caught himself 
and announced Mr.Cochran'sunanimoua 
nomination for County Judge. 

Horatio Ficklin went through with a 
hurrah for County Clerk. Mr. Fisflin 
wasn't present to decline, but it is under- 
Itaod be will not accept llm nomination. 

■iw tOOt vote w;is taken for Circuit 
Clerk, between Laden Maltby, Ed. Hun- 
ter and David Dye, but no decision 
reached. Hunter first and then Maltby 
was withdrawn, and Dje got the 
nomination. It is said Mr. Dye will not 
make the race. 

G. 8. Judd was named for County 
Attorney. 

Frank Devine was nominated for Sher- 
iff, his opponents T. Forman.nnd 'Squire 
Wells withdrawing. Frank is one of the 
candidates who will accept. He has 
been wanting to run for office for 
some time, but he'll "swear off" after 
next August, and will never want to try 
it again. 

Deputy Marshal VV. B. Dawson was 
nominated for Jailer, over 'Squire Hun- 
ter, Byron Rudy and 'Squire Jefferson. 

Tom. Blabs*, of Murpbysville, was 
nominated for Assessor. The Chairman 
vouched for Mr. Mahar. He said Tom. 
was an American citizen, ot Irish descent, 
who had always been a Democrat until 
1884. when he voted for Blaine. The 
crowd seemed to like that kind of a Re- 
publican, and Tom. went through amid 
vociferous applause. 

Thad. P. Bullock was nominated for 
Surveyor, and Lewis Jeffersou for Cor 
oner. Jefferson's friends were ib term- 
ined that be should have a " whack " at 
some of the offices, and the Chairman 
declare,! him nominated for OorOMr, 
notwithstanding ttie vole seemed largely 
ID iavor of his opponent, Gtorgfi W. 
Bolinger. 

At this point. Henry Anderson, a col- 
ored voter, addressed the Chairman and 
wanted to know "where the nigger's 
place was on that ticket." The Chair-
